Dorothy 
disappeared and there was a nation' 
mide search for her and for him, for 
the insurance company refused to be- 
lieve Sailstad dead. 


The couple was arrested in Cali- 


fornia in December. 3923. -Sailr.tad 
was paroled from the Green Bay re- 
formatory in April of this year, af- 
ter serving 15 months of a four-year 
. sentence.

United States did not involve the sam 
issues as are raised in the Tenriesse 
evolution case, but there are certai 
broad principles laid down by the cour 
which will be invoked by the attorney 
of both sides in arguing 'the right t 
teach the doctrine of evolution. 


There have been 
many decision 


which have affirmed the right of th 
state legislature to prescribe a curr 
culum for use in the public, schools 
but the Oregon school case repeat 
that principle more recently than an 
other case. 


The supreme court says significant! 


that "no question is raised concernini 
the power of the state reasonably t 
regulate all schools, to inspect, super 
vise "and examine them, .their teacher 
and pupils." 


SUPPORT FOR BOTH 


From this the defenders of the Ten 


nessee law are going to argue that 
court-itself agrees that such a powe 
is. vested in the .'states. The-oppon 
ents of the statute on the other, ham 
will, derive, inspiration from other parts 
of the same decision which says the 
child is hot the^creature of the state 
but can be-educated at the direction 
of the parent in whatever schools.are 
chosen. 


In: the Tennessee case, thf legisla 


ture simply prescribes what, shall o: 
shall not be taught in the publii 
schools,'whereas, in Oregon the legis 
lature undertook to compel all children 
to attend one kind of school, nameij 
the public schools. "William Jenning: 
Bryan who is to be associated with thi 
counsel defending the Tennessee law 
insists that .parents who-want, their 
children taught evolution may sem 
them to private schools with such a 
course in the curriculum. 


IS TECHNICALITY 


.The Oregon case, however,

doxvn some principles as to the right 
of the parent .with respect to educa 
tion generally, and the opponents o: 
the Tennessee law are planning to ar 
gue that, since the people are tasec 
to support thepublic schools, such 
doctrins shall be taught as are not 
inimical merely to.the public welfare

touches the broad ground of religion 
is an interference by the state in the 
right of religious worship, whether 
the interference, is in the form of a 
regulation, requiring the teaching of 
the.

The Tennessee case will therefore 


hinge largely on technical rights such 
as were raised in the Oregon case anc 
not on the merits of the doctrine of 
evolution, whether it is harmful to 
the education of the young if taught 
or suppressed.

"The very genius of a .republic would 
be threatened by that 
policy.

while 'military science has advanced 
to such a degree that it is necessary 
constantly, to maintain a considerable 
body 'Of trained experts in that pro- 
fession, the true spirit of American 
institutions requires .that each citizen 
should be potentially a. soldier, ready 
to take his place in the ranks in time 
of peril;1-either in the field or in the 
necessary productive activity 1 
"It "is exactly because we wish to 


keep • our- standingrfbrces""BmalKthat' 
the average citizen mus't'givejsome at-' 
tention to military affairs, precisely 
as he gives some attention to other 
government. affairs, in order that he 
may express a deliberate and informed 
Judgement at the ballot box." 


REASON MUST RULE 


The President reiterated that Ameri 
ca's aim was "a 
policy of peace 


through reason rather than force," 
nad declared that in its dealings with 
the peoples of this and other nations, 
the navy must remember that- the 
"dominant" traits of 
mankind-i<-are 
truth nad Justice and righteousness. 
and that the appeal 
ultimately prevail." 
"Though ultimately 


to reason must 


I believe peace 
will prevail," he continued. "I have 
too much knowledge of the history of 
mankind and too much experience 
with the traits of human nature to 
dare to assert that we shall never 
again engaged in war. It is known of 
all the world that we have no present 
or traditional enmities that we covet 
no territory, harbor no imperialistic 
designs and are not arming ourselves 
with the expectation of attacking or 
being attacked. And so far as we can 
look into the future, so far as we 
can gauge the power and temper of 
other peoples, there never was a time 
when it was less likely that any oher 
nation or 
combination of 
nations 


would or could make any attack on 
us. 


SUSPICION" JUSTIFIED 


"As one who is responsible not only 


for our national defense, but likewise 
our friendly relations with other peo- 
ples and our title to the good opinion 
of the world. I feel that the occasion 
will very seldom arise, and 1 know it 
does not now exist, when those con- 
nected with our navy are Justified, 
either directly or by inference, in as- 
serting that other specified powers are 
arming against us. and by arousing 
national suspicion and hatred attempt- 
ing to cause us to arm against them.

The day that America 
departs from constitutional and represen- 
tative government, if that unhappy event 
ever occurs, will be the beginning of its 
start on the downward path. 


THE OREGON SCHOOL LAW 


There "was no doubt, ive think, among 


lawyers or laymen, except those technical- 
ly minded, that the supreme court of the 


i United States -would hold the Oregon pub- 
. lie school law unconstitutional. This law 
attempted to do away with, private and 
parochial schools by requiring all children 
between the ages of eight and sixteen to 
attend a public school. 


The opinion of the court, which was 


written by Justice McReynolds, was em- 
phatic in its conclusions.* It holds that 
the law. which was adopted in a general 
state election tinder the initiative arid ref- 
erendum, was in conflict with the four- 
teenth amendment to the constitution 
which guarantees that no one shall be di- 
vested of property without due process of 
law. 
It was contended by the schools 


which sought the injunction that the law 
denied them equal protection and that it 
impaired their contracts. The court held 
with the complainants on all their conten- 
tions, adding that: "As often pointed out 
heretofore, the rights guaranteed by the 
constitution may not be abridged by legis- 
lation which-has no reasonable relation to 
some purpose within the competency of 
the state. The fundamental theory of lib- 
erty, upon which all governments in this 
Union repose, excludes any general power 
of the state-tto standardize its children by 


, forcing thenirto accept instruction from 
! public teachers only." 


The law was contested not only by 


"Catholics in defense of the parochial 
i schools, but other- denominations such as 
\ Seventh Day Adventists, the American 
'.Jewish, committee and the Protestant Epis- 


• copal Missionary society. 
The injustice 


j and •unfairness- of this act were apparent 
1 from-the beginning to all "who believe not 
, simply in religious liberty but in the right 
i to educate- one :s-offspring Trhere one may 
, prefer, together with the -right to main- 
tain private-and-sectarian-schools when 
, desired. 


, 
There was scarcely any doubt from the 


? beginning that the Oregon experiment was 
•unconstitutional. It was clear 
that 


the law abridgecHie right of contract and 


1 other rights, the suppression of which 


would be repugnant to common sense and 


• a. plain standard oz justice. "We have an 
illustration in this law of the extreme to 
which the initiative and referendum is 
sometimes carried, for it is unlikely it 
would ever have been enacted by a deliber- 
ative andrepresentativelegislature. Inthis 
election the result was an indorsement of 
the proposal by passion and feeling, and 
was of the emotions rather than of the 
head. 
The law makers probably would 


have admitted that the proposal was un- 
constitutional and beyond the province of 
the legislature, but the people could not 
understand this. 


Here likewise, is another instance 


which illustrates the value and efficacy of 
thf constitution for protection of the 
richifc of minorities. It shows what might 
ro>ult in the transgression and d*slruc- 
tion of those rights were we to adopt the 
initiative and referendum nationally, as 
•wvH as what might result if concrc.-s, 
were given power to recnacl over the de- 
cision of the supreme court laws which 
over-rode the constitution.

of the United States is a record in the 
main of theprotectionofminoriti^saprainst 
th<« excesses of jrsajorities. of the safe- 
guarding of the wak against oppression 
by the strong, of the defense of the libcr-

SEEKING A LOOPHOLE 


.The sanitary district of Chicago is now 


seeking to pick technical flaws iu the de- 
cision of the court which upholds the in- 
junction restricting the amount of water 
it may withdraw from Lake Michigan. 
Its lawyers, who have to exhaust their re- 
sources to uphold Chicago's water steal 
in order to fairly claim their fees, are 
now set out on the old trail of interposing 
legal subterfuges. 
They have conceived 


the brilliant idea that the Dominion of 
Canada has no interest in Lake Michigan. 
its levels, or the appropriation of its wa- 
ter. The absurdity of the contention that 
Lake Michigan is an isolated body of wa- 
ter having no relation to the chain of 
lakes of which it forms a part and which 
constitute the boundary between Canada 
and the United States is obvious. It is 
unlikely Chicago will get very far with 
this forced argument. 
To hold that the 


jurisdiction of the International Joint 
commission did not include Lake Michi- 
gan is a legalistic theory that would leave 
Canada quite defenseless against misuse _ 
of the lake, caitsing irreparable injury to 
her in the other lakes. 


The proposition that permits granted 


for the-opening of the drainage canal and 
the enlargement of the Chicago river are 
irrevocable would seem to be equally far- 
fetched. 
The power which can confer 


such privileges can revoke them. Final- 
ly, it is inconceivable that power exists 
anywhere in the government, even in con- 
gress, to permit the city of Chicago to do 
something which is destructive of the uses 
and benefits in these great bodies of wa- 
ter created by nature. It is the duty of 
the government to hold them in trust for 
the enjoyment of the nation, and it must 
exercise this trust in conjunction with an 
equally inherent trust possessed by the 
Dominion of Canada. 


Instead of frittering away its time in 


useless and artificial efforts to force its 
water steal on the nation. Chicago ought 
to be engaged in a serious and energetic 
attempt to comply with the orders issued 
by the war department to reduce its ap- 
propriation of water and provide itself 
with such sanitary facilities as will make 
it possible in the time allotted to stop alto- 
gether the diversion which is lowering the 
lake levels to the great detriment of com- 
merce and the violation of the rights of 
the people. 


TOM MARSHALL

Ther^ is enousb 
damace done by tobacco or alcohol to keep a man 
out of health months or years or for a lifetime 
after he has finally discontinued the habit. The 
popular idea that there is somethinc which one can 
fret out of his system and so, remove all Affects of 
the chronic poisoning from tobacco or alcohol, is 
probably fostered by the various secret 
or semi- 


secret "cures" for these habits. Intelligent medical 
treatment is usually necessary in the cure of alco- 
holism and sometimes a help in the cure of tobac- 
coism. but so far as I am aware such treatment 
does not get anything in particular out of the pa- 
tient's system. There is nothing in particular in his 
system to be driven out. The only poisons the secret 
or semisecret alcoholism can possibly drive out of 
the drunkard's system are the poisons contained in 
the alleged "cures" themselves, and the carthartics 
and emetics commonly administered in such "cures" 
ire not certain to get all the poisons out of the 
system at that. 


Several years ago I endeavored to outline in a 


letter a regiment for the tobacco user who would 
overcome the habit and recover'as much hea'.th as 
possible. I do not know whether this regimen is 
•>f particular value, though a great many former 
victims of the habit have assured me that it "cured" 
them. It is a very common thing for a tobacco user 
to discontinue smoking merely on his own and with- 
out any special aid at all. However, I am glad 
to send this regimen to any reader who asks for it 
for himself—I do not offer it as a tract to be dis- 
tributed among abandoned users of the weed. I am 
not "agin" tobacco, for I think the temperate use 
of it by full grown men is ordinarily not injurious, 
t a;n "again" alcohol in any form or circumstances, 
for I think even the most sparing or temperate use 
of it is fraught with all the dangers that go with 
the abuse of narcotic drugs. I have never known 
of any ssn or crime or tragedy from the temperate 
use of tobacco: I have seen plenty of all of them 
from the temperate use of alcohol. x 
There is one mere theory (I can't prove it) which 


I offer cigaret smokers who would like to reform. 
The theory is that the craving for a fag is a dp- 
praved manifestation of oxygen deficiency, and if 
the oxygen deficiency be made good in the natural 
way the smoker will fafel set-up without the fag. 
There is but one way to make the system absorb 
more oxygen, and that is by general exercise. You 
will notice that cigaret smoking prevails 
chiefly 


among persons who get the least exercise.

Consequently 
citizens from all sections are taking 
a more personal interest in doing what 
they can to make this the most beautl 
ful *city in the country and favorably 
comparable with the other great can), 
tals of the world.

Toko tho case of George Crabbe 


English poet who lived in tho latter 
part of tho eighteenth and tho early 
part of the nineteenth centuries, who 
in other words was contemporary of 
Wordsworth, 
Coleridce, 
Charles 


Lamb. Walter Scott and other writers 
equally well known. Crabbo is not 
very well known to the average read- 
er, "not nearly as well known as he 
deserves to be. The trouble with him 
seems to have been mainly that he 
was a realist In a day when roman- 
ticism in literaturo was at its height 
and his voice was more or less drown- 
ed In his own day. 


So It is perhaps not out of place 


to compare this eighteenth century 
poet with a very modern poet whom 
everybody knows about. Edgar Lee 
Rasters" "Spoon River Anthology" is 
not entirely 
unlike the work 
of 


George Crabbe. If such a statement 
can lure people into reading the long 
neglected Crabbe it will be justified. 
I believe. 


A CODION SPIRIT 


I am. well aware that the differences 


between Masters and Crabbe are per- 
haps greater and more numerous than 
the points of similarity. Nor is "The 
Spoon Klver Anthorogy" in any sense 
an imitation of the poems of Crabbe 
but there is a spirit Ir. the work of 
both that has much in common. 1 
feel ouite certain that people who 
like Edgar Lee Masters' work will like 
Crabbe's work. 
Crabbo wrote several long narra- 


tive poems. Best known of them are 
"The Village," published in 1753. and 
"The Parish Register," published in 
ISO". The important facts about these 
poems is that they take a tyoical Enc- 
lish hamlet and present it to the read- 
er just as it is, not through a haze of 
sentimentality. 
In. fact the George 


Crabbe narrative poems are quite as 
definitely a protest against the sen- 
timentalism about village life of h:s 
day as the "Spoon River" poems are 
a protest against the sentimentalism 
about vjllage life of our own day. In 
the case of the former, as in the case 
of the latter, the pictures presented 
are quite likely to be perhaps a lit- 
tle more sordid than the actual facts 
make necessary. In other words, the 
emnhasis is likely to be placed on the 
things that are the exact opposite, of 
those things emphasized by the sen- 
timentalists.

The lives 
of the characters are made up of 
petty affairs, small squabbles, little 
Jealousies, small struggles to get the 
best of one another, mean triumphs, 
small sacrifices—in short, the ordin- 
ary common stuff that makes up most 
lives. 
He' had tho advantage over 


the romantics of knowing his charac- 
ters at first hand and he- could de- 
lineate them therefore, with telling ef- 
fect. 


He "d'ld the same thins: in "Tha VII- 


lace." written many years before the 
Parish Register." It Is the story of 
village characters not seen through 
a haze as Goldsmith saw the charac- 
ters in "The Deserted Village" but as 
Crabbe himself was seeing them and 
livinc with them at the time he wrote 
the poem.

We grow old too soon because we 


do not keep our muscles and joints 
oiled by exercise. Inactivity and age 
_;o_hand in hand. And, of course, 
health slips away with inactivity, and 
beauty runs it a close race. 


All the exercises I will describe to 


day will be for the one purpose of 
freeing stiff joints and muscles and 
keeping the body supple—hence, to 
keep you young. Incidentally, the ex- 
ercises will aid relaxation and circula- 
tion, and -keep you in ,perfect form 
for all kinds of athletics. 


THE EYES 
First, I want 
to say that the 


muscles of the eyes should be exercis- 
ed as well as those of the body. Take 
your correct standing position and 
look 
straight 
ahead. 
Then 
'turn 


your eyes to left and to the right, 
up and down, and then describe- a 
circle with your, glance. 
This ex- 


ercise not only strengthens the mus- 
cles of your eyes but gives you great- 
er power of expression, hence more 
personal beauty and charm. 


To exercise the muscles around the 


neck and shoulders, move your head 
around in a circle from right to left 
and then relax by letting it fall as 
loosely 'from the neck as possible. 
Then circle your arms, bringing them 
overhead and swinging them around 
iiV/clrcles., First -work them in one 
direction and then another,' increas- 
ing the speed as you exercise. 


Then try the exercise shown by 


two girls in the picture. With the ] • 
arms relaxed, describe a circle, lean-] 
ing backward as far as you can and j 
changing from backward to forward 
motion. Stretch the muscles of the 
stomach and abdomen as much as 
possible. This will help keep waist- 
lino under control and is excellent for 
the internal organs. 


THE DIAPHRAGM 


To exercise the diaphragm, place 


the hands under the breasts with the 
palms under armpits and the fingers 
close together. Circle the diaphragm 
with the hands, raising it 'at the 
same time. The elbows should form 
a figure S during this exercise, which 
has a slenderizing effect on the waist- 
line. 


The following exercise is a little 


more difficult, but just as helpful. Rest 
tho weight on one foot, then bring up 
the other knee and describe a circle 
with it. Then holding a -chair with 
one hand, describe as wide a circle as 
you Can with one leg while the other 
holds the weight of the body. Alter- 
nate frequently. 


Standing on one foot, extend the 


other leg at right angles with the 
body, then circle from the knee, keep- 
ing your feet relaxed. 


Nothing is- better fcV your feet 


or more slenderizing for your ankles 
than the. exercise.1 of describing a 
circle with the foot, using the ankle 
as a pivot, stretching the toes as 
far as-you can.
